visit of President Kruger to London. On 
the surface all appears to be plain sailing. 
But it can be stated with certainty there 
is something in the wind of which the 
genera] public has no knowledge. 


Pretoria advices of Thursday showed 


that the Boer government was incensed, 
and with reason, because of Mr. Chamber- 
lain's despatch to Sir Hercules Robinson, 
British high commissioner in South 
Africa, in which the secretary of state tor 
the colonies set forth the alleged griev- 
ances of the foreign residents of the 
Transvaa 1 and suggested a scheme which 
included the granting of autonomy to 
residents of rank. 
President Kruger 


thought this was unwarranted interference 
with the internal affairs of the South 
African republic, and he did not hesitate 
to plainly say so. 


On the face of things it appeared that 


the moderation of Preside"/ Kruger to- 
wards Doctor Jameson and his fellow 
filibusters, and the ostensible intention of 
tbe British government to protect the 
Boers in their rights would, after some 
diplomatic correspondence, result in the 
restoration of the condition of affairs that 
prevailed before the raid. 


Beneath surface, however, itappearsthe 


British government is not acting entirely 
in good ialth.

office, acting under orders from the gov- 
ernment, has made every preparation to 
send an army corps of 20,000 men to South 
Africa.

He 
claims to have been only six months in 
this country.

The police will 
watch him closely and endeavor to learn 
more of his history."

A BAD SMASHUP. 


A Misplaced 
Switch Causes Serktus 


Trouble at Plttsfleld Yesterday. 


A wreck occurred on the New York, 


New Haven and Hartford railroad at 
Pittsfield yesterday, whereby four loco- 
motives belonging to tbe company were 
wrecked. The passenger train 
from 


Great Harrington due at 7.40 was late. 
Just as it rounded the curve near tbe 
roundhouse tbe engine struck a misplaced 
switch and the train ran on tbe ro .nd- 
house track. Three engines standing on 
the track and one drawing the train were 
badly damaged. The tender telescoped 
the baggage car, coming out through the 
roof of the car. The fireman, Lew Averell 
of Great Harrington, was seriously injured 
and the engine was slightly damaged. An 
ambulance was summoned and Averell 
was taken to the hospital. The wreck 
will be an expensive one for tbe company. 


The responsibility for the accident rests 


upon a member of tbe crew of one of the 
wrecked engines. Henry Eagen and John 
Noormn are the switchmen in charge of 
the switch, but neither of them was at 
fault. Engine 58 was run from the main 
track to be turned around on the turn- 
table, and the man who opened the witch 
to let her through forgot or neglected to 
throw the switch back. It seems almost 
incredible that a railroad man could have 
forgotten that a passenger train was due 
at that hour, and left the switch open, but 
such seems to have been the case. The 
injured men belong in Great Barrington 
and there was much anxiety there when 
news of the accident reached that place. 
The accident did not block the main track 
and in no way interfered with the traffic 
of tbe road.

CATHODE RAYS IN SURGERY. 


When the students and professors of 


Tale c ollege jammed and crowded their 
way into a lecture hall of one the scientific 
professors at New Haven to hear a talk 
on the new photography,—even breaking 
the v Indows to gain an entrance—they 
only illustrated how general is the inter 
•st in the new scientific discovery made 
by Professor Roentgen. 


Each new day brings ont new applica- 


tions of the new discovery, till tbe limit 
of its possibilities seems endless. 


Bui it is in surgery that the new dis- 


eovery seems to promise the world tbe 
most good. This has been demonstrated 
IB a n amber of instances. In Paris a sailor 
Who was assaulted during a drunken 
bray.: was brought to a hospital in a 
paralyzed condition. The only wound on 
his body was a small cut near the verte 
bral column which healed in a few days. 
The paralysis could not be cured by the 
most persistent treament, and the doctors 
finally determined to try photography 
with cathode rays. The negative revealed 
the presence of a foreign body In the ver- 
tsbr.i, and an operation resulted in the 
removal of the point of the knife with 
whit h the sailor had been stabbed. 
The 


opeiation was followed by the restoration 
of the patient. 


The Temps, a Paris newspaper, reports 


the removal of a needle from a girl's 
hand, acd the discovery of a piece of glass 
that had been a source of pain in a glass- 
maker's hand for a number of years. 


The cathode photography was also used 


in Paris in exploiting the fracture of the 
bone s of a cm: bed leg. 


At McGill university, Montreal, a 


cathode sha low picture revealed the loca- 
tloi. of a bullet in the leg of a young man 
who been accidentally shot. The surgeons 


tried in vain lo discover the disturb- 


ing missile. 


Professor Roentgen himself does not 


believe that the cathode rays can be used 
to photograph the regions of the stomach, 
the loins or the heart but there is no tell- 
ing how far this discovery may be im- 
pro', ed upon by the many eager scientist* 
who are experimenting with Crookes' 
tabes and electricity. Edison is reported 
to have caused these rays to pass through 
a piece of steel half an incb thick. This 
extraordinary achievement has led to 
some fear that the rays might cause injury 
to those who are subjected to its penetrat- 
ing power, but the Wizard Edison declares 
that tbue fears are without foundation* 
as i lie rays have no amperage.

DIREFUL EFFECTS OF THE FREEZE. 


Fair Orang* Groves Ruined In a Night. 


The Labor of Years Wiped > Out. 


Hard Times In Consequence.

Good Dinner- 


DE LAND, Fla., Feb. 9,1696. 


EDITOR TRANSCRIPT:—I have delayed 


writing In regard to the condition of 
Florida and the great damage done to the 
state in consequence of the freeze, until I 
could do so intelligently. It is estimated 
that last December, when the oranges 
were frozen, the entire crop In the state 
was not far from 6,000,000 boxes. Of this 
amount perhaps 
1,000,000 boxes were 


shipped before the freeze. 


Only a small district in the extreme 


southern part of the state escaped. From 
this district about 40,000 boxes were grown 
this year and mostly sold in the state. I 
eat them daily and pay 60 cents a dozen. 
They are delicious and sweet. On the 7th 
of February one year ago came the great 
froat that froze to the ground 
every 


orange in the state save in the district 
mentioned. It is estimated that the loss 
to Florida is not leas than $50,000,000. 
It 


is a crushing blow to the people and has 
reduced thousands of men and women 
from a moderate income to poverty, and 
long years must elapse before the people 
recover from th^ir loss. The majority of 
the groves were owned by northern men 
and women of moderate means, and in 
many cases in delicate health. 
Many 


groves have been abandoned and have 
passed into the hands of those who held 
mortgages on them. When we take into 
consideration the fact that the work of 
years perished in a night and that black, 
dead groves are all that remain of labor 
and capital, you can imagine the desola- 
tion and the pall that cover the state. 


A few individual cases tell the story. 


Mr. and Mrs. Holbrook had four acres> 
the work of twelve years, in full bearing. 
The fruit alone was worth $1500 and the 
grove $4000. 
The loss of the oranges 


couid be borne, hard though it was, for 
the trees were unharmed and hope was 
bouyant. 


The night of the 7th of February came 


and with it came death to as fine a grove 
as the southern sun shone upon. Mrs. 
Dumville's groves shared the same fate, 
but her loss was greater, as she had larger 
groves. For these two groves much hard 
work has been and Is being done, and I 
find none in Del-add in better condition. 


Rev. Mr. Gelston, our minister, lost 


twenty acres. He is in poor health and 
preaches but once a Sabbath. He is a rare 
preacher; broad, cultured and eloquent. 
He is loved by his people and that love is 
returned In no stinted measure. As al- 
most all the congregation lost their orange 
groves, they are f400 behind on his last 
year's salary, and most have f900 more for 
the present year. He has had $1000 a year, 
but will remain for $900. It is a hard case, 
look at it as you will.

winter, but one great attraction will be 
gone should the brave little church fail to 
keep Mr. Gelston. In manner and matter 
he reminds me of Dr. Henry Barrows ol 
Chicago. Florida should be remembered 
by the more favored north. Will she be ?

THIS CONCERNS WHEELMEN. 


Must Quit Accident Insurance on Wheel- 


ing, or Pay High Premiums. 


The iiccideat insurance companies of 


the United States, assembled in conference 
at Boston, have unanimously resolved 
that bicycling is a hazardous occupation, 
which t bey cannot insure against at the 
present rates of premium, and that in fu- 
ture thu cycler will pay double for his in- 
surance, or receive less indemnity, or give 
up cycling eo far as his accident insurance 
is concerned. 
The resolution adopted 


rends:— 


Resolved, That the use of the bicycle 


should be covered by additional cost or a 
reduction of the amount of death and in- 
demnity benefits; and it is recommended 
that this be provided for by either of the 
following methods: The adequate increase 
of premiums to cover the added risk, or 
the classification as an occupation of bicy- 
cle riders in a class twice as hazardous as 
the "preferred" risk; that benefits by ac 
cidenU. by bicycle riding be specifically 
reduced; the including of bicycling under 
the policies to be covered only by specific 
permit* at an extra premium. 


This is a matter of prime. Interest in

Do Not Want Strancen to See Tn«lr

It seems tu be n part oi the real sim 


plicity cf the Italian Latin to put on a 
quite useless look of mystery on nil occ.v^ 
alons, ami to assume the air of a conspir- 
ator when buying a cabbage, and more 
than one great foreign writer bus fnlljen 
into the error of believing the Italian 
character to be profoundly complicated 
One ie opt to forget that it ndlds much 
deeper duplicity to maintain au appear- 
ance of frankness under trying circum- 
stances than to make a mystery of one's 
marketing and a profound secret of one's 
cookery. There are few things which the 
poor Italian more dislikes than to be 
watched when he is buying and preparing 
bis footl, though ho will ask any one to 
f.hnro it with him when It is ready, but lie 
is almost as prone to hide everything else 
that goes on (iiside bis house unless he has 
fair warning of a visit and full time to 
prepare himself for It. 


This is perhmpa not entirely a rooB pecul- 


iarity, but rather a survival of medieval 
llfo as it was all over Europe. Them aro 
pretty clear indications in our own litera- 
ture that the ladies nnd gentlemen of two 
or threo hundred years ago did not like to 
bo caught unprepared by inquisitive visit- 
ors. The silks and satlos In which tljoy 
are portrayed would not have lasted a life- 
time, as they did, if they bad been warn 
every day. As for the cleanliness of thoso 
times, the loss said about it the better. 


In Rome there was » long period during 


which not a single aqueduct was in work- 
ing order, and it was a trade to clear a sup- 
ply of wnter out of the Tibpr from a por- 
tion of the yellow mud by letting it settle 
In reservoirs,, and to sell it in the streets 
for all household purposes. Who washed 
in thoso dayfe? It is safer to ask the ques- 
tion now than it would have been then. 
Probably those persons washed who were 
the fortunate owners of a house well or a 
rainwater cistern, and thoso who bad 
neither did not. Perhaps that was very 
much the same all over Europe. It is cer- 
tainly to the credit of Trnstovera that it k 
not a dirty place today by Italian stand- 
ards.—Marlon Crawford in Century.

Hatrits of Salmon In Dispute. 


Naturalists who have studied the habits

THE COST OF LIVING. 


The Question M to Whether It Is Greater 


In Summer or In Winter. 


"I was talking with my wife tho other 


day about the cost of living," said a man, 
"about whether it costs more to live in 
summer or in winter, and she said it de- 
pended a good deal on how you were sitn- 
ntod—tliot is, whether yon lived in the 
country, or In a smaller city where you liad 
a garden and raised yonr own vegetables, 
or whether you lived iu a oity where yon 
had to buy all those tilings, and it depend- 
ed also a good deal on how you wero oir- 
oumstnnood. Sbo thought that people who 
wore downright poor and people who were 
rich could Hvo cheaper In summer than In 
winter—this is of course not taking any 
account of summer travel and that sort of 
thing; the poor, because in summer thoy 
had less to pay far fuel and the clothes ro- 
quiroil oust less, and tlioy could if need be 
live on as little BE at any time; the rich, 
eating more or lose fresh vegetables and 
fruits in winter, because vegetables wero 
cheaper irt summer. 
"As to people in moderate clrtrum- 


stancs, that is with incomes sufficient to 
live comfortably on, she thought that if 
anything it cost them rather more to Hva 
in summer. Light, fuel and olotiies cost 
thorn more in winter, but they spent less 
in Winter far food. The moderate people 
couldn't afford to eat fresh vegetables in 
winter; they'ate canned goods then, and 
in less quantity and at less expense than 
tho fresh vegetables and fruits of which 
they at« freely in summer. 


"Upon further deliberation, however, 


m.y wife was inclined to think that, taking 
one'-thlng with another, it cost paople In 
moderatb oiroomstancos about tbe same to 
live in winter as in summer, and with this 
view I am Inclined to agree. In fact, I 
know, when Icomo to think about it, that 
our own expense* in winter and summer 
are strikingly uniform, as indeod thoy are 
tho yonr around, so closely do they nt a.l 
times approximate to our income."—New

PRESERVING FODDER CORN. 


Decisive tests of the Relative Value of 


Pour Popular Blethods. 


In the eighth annual report of the 


Vermont agricultural experiment ela- 
tion is given an ins tractive .account of 
results gained in testing four ways of 
preserving corn fodder—viz: 1. Ensi- 
laging tbe entire crop, "ears and all" 
(whole ensilage). 3. Picking the ears, 
cribbing, drying and grinding them 
and feeding tbe meal together with till 
ensilaged talks and husks (stover ensi- 
lage and meal). 3. Stocking in largt, 
etooks (corn fodder). 4. Husking, crib- 
bing, drying and grinding the eara and 
feeding the meal together with the 
stocked stalks (corn stover and meal). 


Each of thu four methods of preserva- 


tion saved abont four-fifths of tbe dry 
matter as harvested, and, judged by this 
alone, were of practically eqnal effi- 
ciency, the figures being: Stover ensi- 
lage and meal, 18 per cent loss of dry 
matter, whole ensilage, corn fodder aud 
corn stover and meal, 20 per <5eut loss 
of dry matter each. 
These figures are 


almost- identical with those obtained in 
similar tests previously made at this 
station. The character of the losses iu 
food ingredients ia much the'' Eame in 
each case. 


The stocked fodders, while Etookerl, 


lost more and tnoro dry matter aa the 
winter went on; after cutting they lost 
considerable dry matter, bnt less as tbe 
winter grow longer. The losses in gross 
weight and dry matter in the silos wero 
found to be parallel, the latter, how- 
ever, exceeding the former. Tho ears in 
the silo lost more of their food value 
than those handled iu other ways, the 
reverse of the result in the 1892-3 ex- 
periment. 
The relative cost of placing 


the same amount of dry matter in the 
manger was greatly in favor of tho 
whole ensilage. The time and money 
epent in busking and grinding the ears 
were wasted, since better results were 
obtained when the ears were left on the 
stalk. 


In tbis experiment the ossi!ages -were 


relished much better thaii the dry fod- 
ders, and the cows did bettor npou them. 
The same quantities of milk and butter 
were made by feeding whole ensilage 
and stover ensilage and meal; the milk 
was not changed in quality, but the 
cows ate less dry matter from whole en- 
silage to produce the same amounts cf 
milk and butter. There were bnt 91 or 
02 pounds of milk and bntter produced 
by a given amount of dry matter in (lie 
stover ensilage and meal ration to 100 
pounds produced by the same amount of 
dry matter in the whole ensilage ration. 


The whole ensilage lasted longest, 


and would consequently make the most 
milk and butter. An acre of corn made 
into whole ensilage yielded as much as 
1.095 acres made into stover ensilage. 
The results of this experiment as a 
whole are in entire accord with those 
obtained in tho similar trial at this sta- 
tion in 1893-3. 
.
